The colleges which comprise the 
conference are Chaffey, Citrus, 
Fullerton, Mt. San Antonio, 
Orange Coast, Riverside, San Ber- 
nardino and Santa Ana. The 
present strength of eight-strong 
was reached with the organization 
and entrance of Orange Coast 
College on the scene some 10 years 
ago. -

First he sold programs, making a 
nickel commission for each one 
sold and then came his big break.

| Journalists Hear Nixon 
‘At Publishers’ Convention

Vice-President Richard M. Nixon told a student press 
conference gathering of more than 150 students that in 
1960 “All Democrats will be hard to beat, but any Repub- 
liean who runs not only on the record of the administration 
but extending and building his own will be able to defeat 


anyone.” .- 
The vice-president spoke to stu- 


» dents from junior colleges from all 


pers of California prior to his 
uncheon address at the February 
6 meeting of the California News- 
paper ‘Publishers Assn. convention 
at the Statler Hotel in Los An- 
geles. 


Nixon, speaking on the fact that 
President ‘Eisenhower has not en- 
dorsed any candidate at this time, 
said it is “very proper (for the 
président) not to support a can- 

idate prior to the convention.” 
He said that he expected the 
president to vigorously support 
the Republican nominee, whoever 
he mig. t be. ee 

oth the vice-president and his 
wife attended southland colleges, 
Mr. Nixon at Whittier and wife 


Pat at Fullerton Junior College. “I , 


tried to write for the Quaker 
Campus (Whittier College paper) 
while at Whittier,” said Nixon, 
“but I had one problem, I couldn’t 
meet my deadlines.” 

“The quality of college news- 
papers today has improved in the 
last 25 years. Perhaps this is an 
indication of progress,’ added the 
vice-president. 

On the international scene Nix- 
on was questioned about his trip 
to the Soviet Union and the power 
of the USSR and the United States. 
‘Mr. Khruschchev is realistic. He’s 
not emotional like Hitler,’’ com- 
mented the vice-president. ‘‘The 
question is not whether there is a 
missile gap (between the USSR 
and USA) but whether there is a 
deterrant gap,’”? he answered to 
another student question. ‘We 
don’t intend ever to initiate an 
attack on anyone, but we must 
maintain enough strength today 
and in the future that the USSR 
cannot knock us out.” 

Later, speaking at the CNPA 
luncheon, Nixon said, ‘“Interna- 
tional issues in all aspects will 
override all others’ in the 1960 
presidential campaign. He listed 
survival and security of the United 
States as a leading issue and added 
that the role of the government in 
the economy of the country would 


be one of the leading domestic 
issues. ’ 

Asked again about his Russian 
experiences, Nixon again called 
Khrusthchev “realistic, cold and 
calculating. He’s not going to 
launch an attack unless he is com- 
pletely sure he’ll not suffer.” 


Following his student conference 
the vice-president posed with in- 
dividual collegiate groups for pic- 
tures while his wife held informal 
chats witn a number of students.

The SAC loss'‘set the stage for 
Friday night’s battle for second 
place between the Dons and their 
Orange County rival, Orange 
Coast, in Bill Cook Gym. Coach 
Bob Boyd’s troop now sports a 
9-8 EC mark, but is on a two game 
losing streak after winning six in 
a row: El Don dropped last week’s 
crucial to Fullerton’s unbeaten 
Hornets, 63-58. 

In copping their fifth win of 
the séason against seven losses the 
Hillbillies avenged an earlier. 57- 
52 loss to the Dons. 

Mt. SAC hit 17 consecutive free 
throws without a miss in the 
second half to overcome a 32-26 
Santa Ana lead at intermission. 
Rich Robinson led the _ assault 
from the charity line, bucketing 
six for six in the second half 
after converting five straight in 
the first period. 

Clar Gunson was the big gun 
for the Mounties, getting six field 
goals and five gifties for 17 
points. Center Ken Strickland tal- 
lied 12 and controlled the boards 
while Robinson checked in with 
11. 

Low Scoring 

Santa Ana had only one man in 
double figures, and that by the 
skin of his teeth. Forward Jon 
Brettman garnered 10. 

Commanding a 32-26 halftime 
lead, the ‘Dons lost their advantage 


with 5:36. left when Gunson’s 
jump shot made it 43-42 Moun- 
ties. ‘
